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REMARKS 

Claims 1-26 are pending in the application. 
Claims 1-25 are the subject of a first restriction grouping. 
Claim 26 is the subject of a second restriction grouping. 
Claims 1-25 are provisionally elected for prosecution. 

The Examiner has restricted the claims of the present application into two 
groups. Applicants provisionally elect for prosecution Claims 1-25 which are part 
of the first restriction grouping (Group I).
